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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on September 16, 2002 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 1-5, 1 1-15 and 21-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1, for example, "a leading edge" is recited in line 5; 
however, it is unclear as to whether the leading edge recited in line 4 is referenced or an entirely 
different leading edge. Similar indefiniteness exists in claims 1 1 and 21. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
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Art Unit: 2652 

was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wada et al (US 
6,144,529). Wada et al shows in figure 39 slider body 1 and first and second rails 110 and 120 
extending in a longitudinal direction along body 1 where leading edges 1 1 1 and 121 of rails 110 
and 120 are spaced from the leading edge of body 1. Wada et al also shows in figure 39 first 
structure 100 having a first depth and extending from the leading edge body 1 to leading edges 
111 and 121 of first and second rails 110 and 120 and between first and second rails 110 and 
120. 

Second structure 130, additionally shown in figure 39 of Wada et al, has a second depth 
disposed adjacent to first structure 100 and between rails 110 and 120. The second depth is 
lower than the first depth. Further shown in figure 39 is structure 130 beginning (at 132) more 
than one-third of the length of body 1 from the leading edge of body 1. 

Figure 39 of Wada et al shows compression pad 140 disposed proximately to a trailing 
edge of slider body 1 , which has the same height as first and second rail 110 and 120. Pad 140 
includes a third structure with a third depth that is the same as the first depth.
